. ’’Farmers,  plagued  by  .labor  shortages,*’  the 
report  says,  in  part,  ’’and  striving  to  meet 
food  goals', under  wartime,  conditions,  relied 
' ;on  electric  power,  .on -pumps  -and 'milking 
machines,  brooders  and  yard  lights  to  pro- 
duce the-  food  that  kept  the  nation  at  fight- 
ing peak,  sustained  our  armed  forces  in 
Europe  and  Asia,  encouraged  our  Allies 
abroad,” 

The  St,.  Louis  Post-Dispatch  commented  edi- 
torially on  January  15,  1945' that  ”it  comes 
probably  a.s  a surprise  to  most  people  that 
the  number  of  consumers  served  by  REAr- 
sponsored  alectric  lines  has  gone  up  sharpl 
during  the  war  — about  10  per  cent  in  the 
fiscal  year  ended  last  June  30.  ...  We  have 
come  far  .since.  1935  — from  10  per  cent  to 
43  .per  cent  of  all  farms  in  the  country 
. electrif iedy  What  is  to  come,  if  BSA’ s' plans 
are  carried  through,:' is  larger-scale  exten— 
■sion  of  rural  electricity,”  ■ ■ '
